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Claims 1-14 and 20-22 remain for consideration in this application. The Examinegejected 
the above claims as being based on a defective declaration. The Examiner stated that the Applicant 
needs to "specifically" state at least one error upon which the reissue is based. The Examiner further 
stated that all the Applicant is required to do is state, for at least one claim, what language has been 
added or removed to either broaden or narrow the scope. 

Attached hereto is a new Reissue Declaration executed by the inventor. The declaration 
states that "the claims as patented are not directed to an assay arrangement designed for drug 
screening of an individual comprising assaying indicia which are machine readable only and not 



human interpretable in the absence of machine reading so that others viewing the indicia after 
contact with a urine sample are unable to directly interpret the results of the individual's drug 
screening assay without the machine reading." This language is taken directly from reissue claim 
20. None of the claims of the original patent contained this limitation. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the rejection of claims 1-14 and 20-22 be withdrawn.
